During the past few years farm relicf has been 
one of the principal questions before the American 
people. The deflation of the year 1920 caught the 
farmers unawares and they have not yet entirely re- 
covered from the blow. Some of the specialized 
branches of farming have recovered their equilibrium | 
and are on the high road to prosperity, but farming 
as a business has not kept pace with the onward 
march of the other American industries. 

Since the agricultural depression all sorts of 
remedics have been offered for the trouble. Some! 
ef these have been sound and others unsound. Per- 
haps the position of President Hoover, that the solu- 
tion will not be found in any one remedy but in sev- 
cral is about as sound as any that can be taken. 
Congress is in session now and farm relicf 1s| 
the big item~on its program. ‘That farm relief leg-' 
islation will be passed can be taken for granted. The | 
attempt to solve the farm problem will not be em- | 
bodied in one bill. A revision of the tariff to pro- 
tect the products of American agriculture against the 
competing. industries mn some foreign countries, is one | 
of the things which will be accomplished. This will i 
be a part of the general tariff bill and in addition we 
may look for a tarm bill embodying the sane and 
constructive thought of the Senate, the house and the 
executive department. . 

That a real effort is going to be made to solve | 
this vexatious farm problem is now assured. The 
American government has always been interested in| 
_the farmer. This is. not a new proposition. (In. the 
heat of the campaign he political demagogue often 
tells the farmer that the government has done noth- 
ing for him and is doing nothing. But an examina- 
tion of the legislative and, «/ ecutive record of our 
administrations for the past generations show that ! 
quite the contrary is true. Studenis who have gone} 
into the matter tell us that no less than 20 measures | 
calculated to help the farmer. and his industry in 
America have been adopted by our congress during 
the past 15 years. And some of the aid offered > 
has been directly financial. It has been offered to 
the farmer thru three agencies, the Farm Loan Barks, 
the joint Stock Land Banks and the Intermediate | 
Credit Banks, at xates of interest which have been | 
made as low as possible in the interest of agricul- 
turist. 7 
That the farmer has not yet completely recover- 
ed from post-war liquidation is not due to efforts to|* 
help him, but has been in spite of such efforts. It is 
now realized that more must be done and it will] 
_-be done by the present congress. Without a solid,! 
independent, prosperous farming element, our coun- 
try cannot fulfill its destination, cannot be really 
well balanced and truly progressive. In time the
